Always a standout at first 
base with the glove, he enjoyed his finest season in 1934, when 
he hit .333, led the League in slugging percentage at .615, field- 


ed .991. ... Has managed 9 years in the lower classifications 
—five at Albany, two at San Diego, and two at Hartford. 
CHARLIE GRIMM 50 


Charlie Grimm’s long record of valuable service with the Cubs 
began in 1924 when a trade with Pittsburgh brought him to 
Chicago for 12 great seasons as player and player-manager.... 
As a first baseman he set fielding records that establish him as 
one of the best of all time. .. . And he starred at the plate, too, 
with a .290 average over 20 big-league seasons. ... Charlie led 
the Cubs to pennants in 1932 and 1935, then returned to lead 
the club to another flag in 1945. ... Later he managed the 
Braves several seasons, then rejoined the Cubs as vice-president 
in 1956, to help develop young players in the Cubs system... .

WRIGLEY FIELD — HOME OF THE CUBS 


Conveniently located in a residential section on Chicago’s 
North Side, the home park of the Chicago Cubs has long been 
famous as beautiful Wrigley Field. ; 

The park covers 7.7 acres and the stands provide 36,755 
comfortable seats for baseball fans. The street boundaries of 
the park are Clark, Addison, Sheffield, and Waveland. 


Continuous Program of Improvement 


In keeping with its long-time policy of presenting baseball 
games in attractive surroundings, the Chicago National League 
Ball Club has been carrying forward a million dollar park 
improvement program in the last five years. 

This has included the installation of new concrete slab fac- 
ing on the exterior walls, modernized entrances and new 
ticket windows, renewal of the steel structure of the stands, 
and extensive painting to provide a new color scheme for the 
exterior of the park. Refinishing of the box seats has been 
the major project in getting ready for the 1963 season. 


History and Development of the Park 


The Cubs moved to the North Side location from the old 
West Side park in 1916. The site had been the playing field of 
the Chicago Whales in the short-lived Federal League. The 
grandstand was enlarged in 1922-23, and double-decked in 
1926-27. In 1938 the club put in wider seats in the boxes and 
grandstand. This provided greater comfort for the fans, reduc- 
ing the seating capacity by several thousand. 

To enhance the park-like atmosphere, the outfield walls are 
covered with ivy vines instead of advertising signs. And 
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there’s no advertising on the big, informative scoreboard. 

For some years, the ball park was named Cubs Park. In 
1926 it was renamed Wrigley Field, after the late William 
Wrigley Jr., who headed the club from 1919 until he passed 
away in January of 1932. The Cubs won two pennants under 
his leadership, and four more under Phil Wrigley, present-day 
owner and president of the club. 


How to get tickets 


Reserved box seat tickets for all games through the end of 
the season are available by mail. Just send your order to Ticket 
Manager, Wrigley Field, Chicago 13, Ill. 22,500 grandstand and 
bleacher tickets go on sale the morning of every game. 

You can also buy box seat tickets in advance at the Wrigley 
Field ticket office at Addison and Sheffield and at Bond’s 
downtown store, 234 S. State St., near Jackson. 


How to get to the park 


Located at Clark and Addison Sts., 3600 North, 1000 West. 
Clark St. buses (No. 22) and Addison (No. 152) buses take you 
to main gates. North Side “L” trains (Addison St. Station) 
take you to % block from ball park. 

The flags of Wrigley Field 

At every game Old Glory flies from the centerfield masthead, 
highest point in the park. The flags of the 10 National League 
cities and 8 states are flown at the Clark St. entrance. 

Before and during each game 10 pennants, one for each 
club in the National League, fly from the yardarms in the order 
of the League standings on the morning of the game—the first 
place team’s pennant on top at the left, the 10th place team’s 
pennant on the bottom at the right. 

The Chicago Cubs flag—red and white on a blue background 
—displays 16 red stars representing the Club’s 16 National 


League Championship. The two blue stars represent the Club’s 
two World Championships.

THE CUBS COACHING PROGRAM 
FOR DEVELOPMENT OF YOUNG PLAYERS 


The principal aim of the Cubs coaching system is to provide 
instruction of major league caliber to young players on their 
way up through the organization. . . . Most of the coaches 
work with the players on the Cubs’ associated clubs in the 
lower league classifications. .. . During the regular season 
there are generally 4 coaches with the major league club— 
the head coach plus 3 others who work with him. 

In very brief form, this is the basis of the new system of 
player development and training which was started by the 
Chicago National League Ball Club after the close of the 1960 
season. The possibilities of developing such a plan had been 
under consideration for some time before that. 


Aimed at Solving Two Major Problems 

The new plan was aimed at solving two major problems: 

(1) As the Cubs hadn’t been doing well in the National 
League for a number of years, the job of setting up a better 
method of training and development of some 125 young players 
called for more and better training than the usual “farm- 
system” set up. 

(2) With the National League slated to expand to 10 clubs 
in 1962, it seemed vital to provide more and better coaching 
of young prospects to speed up their training. : 

There were 8 coaches in the original group which pioneered 
the plan in the spring training session of 1960. Seven are still 
with the Cubs organization: Bobby Adams, Rip Collins, Charlie 
Grimm, Vedie Himsl, Goldie Holt, El Tappe, and Rube Walker.
